Preliminary findings 

Subject : Safeguard investigation concerning imports of Front Axle Beam, Steering Knuckle & Crankshaft 
of medium and heavy commercial vehicles into India from People’s Republic of China 

G.S.R. 243 (E).—Having regards to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 and the Customs T ariff (Transitional Product 
Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 thereof; 

1. Procedure 

(i) The Notice of Initiation of Safeguard investigation concerning imports of Front Axle Beam, Steering Knuckle 
and Crankshaft of medium and heavy commercial vehicles (hereinafter called the “said products”) into India 
was issued on 2nd April, 2009 and was published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary on the same day. A 
CQpy of the Notice was also sent to all known interested parties as under :

(ii) A Copy of the Notice was also sent to the government of People’s Republic of 

China through their embassy in New Delhi. 

(iii) Questionnaires were also sent, on the same day, to all known domestic producers 

and importers and they were asked to submit their response within 30 days. 

2. View of the Domestic Industry 

The application has been filed by M/s Bharat Forge Ltd., Mundhawa, Pune - 411 
036 for imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of the said products into India 
from People Republic of China to protect the domestic producers of the said 
products from the market disruption caused by the increased import from People’s 
Republic of China. The applicants have made following major points:- 


The applicant constitutes domestic industry. 
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ii) The applicants have alleged that increased imports of the said products from 
People’s Republic of China into India have caused market disruption and 
threatened to cause market disruption. The product is classified under Customs 
Tariff Act, 1975 as mentioned in the Table below:

iii) The applicants, submitted that the import from People’s Republic of China has 

increased sharply both in volume and with respect to share in domestic market 
too. • 

iv) The increased imports are at lower price than the domestic price and cost of sales 
with reasonable profit margin. 

v) Sales of the domestic industry have declined significantly. Even though domestic 
consumption has declined in the current year, the decline in the sale is far 
disproportionate to the decline in consumption, as is evident from the decline in 
the market share of the domestic industry and Indian Producers as a whole. 

vi) The share of the domestic producers has declined. 

vii) The production of the domestic industry has declined. 

viii) The production lines of the said products can be used to manufacture 
products other than the said products. Therefore, instead of taking the product 
manufacturing capacity as number, this can vary with the time period of 
utilization of the production line, the Calculated Hours of use of the production 
line may be considered as an indicator of capacity utilization. Accordingly, the 
capacity utilization has seen decline. 

ix) Landed price of imports is lower than selling price of the domestic industry in 

each of the products under consideration. Resultantly, the domestic industry is 
facing price undercutting. ' 

x) The applicant is a multi product company, having significant domestic and export 
markets, employment & wages have not got affected so far. Productivity however 
declined in line with the decline in production. 

xi) Decline in sales volumes and consequently production & capacity utilization led 
to substantial decline in profits, return on investment and cash flow. Even if the 
applicant has been able to get price changes necessitated as a result of changes in 
the input costs, the volumes lost have led to substantial reduction in profits of the 
domestic industry. 

xii) The applicant has suffered threat of market disruption and market disruption. The 
threat of market disruption and market disruption are visible during the quarter 
October-December 2008. 

xiii) Increased imports are the main factors that affect the domestic producers. In 
order to cover the injury on the ground of dumping or subsidized prices an 
application has been filed before the Designated Authority of Anti dumping 
and allied duties for Front axle beam, Steering knuckles and crankshaft. 
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However as apparent from the initiation notification dated 8^^ December 2008 
the Designated Authority found only Front Axle beam and steering knuckles 
fit for investigation .The applicants seek remedy on account of injury, which 
is attributable to factors other than dumping and subsidy. In other words, the 
remedy sought is for the injury that is attributable to increased imports. In case 
of crankshaft no antidumping investigation is being carried out and thus the 
injury is on account of increased imports only. 

xiv) The market disruption and threat of market disruption is established by 
significant increase in import in relation to production/consumption in India, 
which aggravated (ri Oct.-Dec.08. Even though demand for the products 
under consideration lias declined as a result of global slowdown in the 
automobile sector, imports from China have increased. This has resulted in 
steep decline m the demand for domestic industry product leading to 
significant decime in sales volumes and consequently production and capacity 
utilization. The domestic industry is Taced with significant idling of 
production capacity as a result of increased imports. 

svjCliinese producers have oftered significantly low prices. Consequently, demand 
for domestic indiislryT product has significantly declined and the consumers 
are meeting higher share of their requiremetits from imports. Decline in 
market share of domestjc industry, as a consequence of increased market share 
of Chine.se markets tTself establishes causal link between the two. As a result 
ot decline in market share ol domestic industry, production and consequently 
capacity utilization have significantly declined. Sharp decline in production 
lias very adversely impacted the profits (and consequently return on 
invesiment) ot the domestic industry. Thus decline in sales volumes and 
consequently production, capacity utilization establishes causal link between 
increased import and market disruption. 

xvi; rhe domestic industry is suffering losses and losing its market share. Further, 
the various economic parameters presented in the application shows that if no 
provisional duty ts imposed, the domestic industry would suffer market 
disruption, which would be difficult to repair. 

xvn) There is direci causal link between increased imports and market disruption, 
and increased imports leading to market disruption are on account of 
unforeseen circumsiances. 

.vviu; The domestic industry has submitted an application for imposition of 
Safeguard Duly on imports from China. 

,Fi ndings of the DG: 

I ssue of Natural Justice : 

•:i ! \ he issue to impose immediate safeguard measures was examined. The Rule 9 of 
Customs Tariff'I'ransihoJial Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules. 2002 issueci 
vide Notification No, 34/2002-NT-Customs dated 11.06.2002 prescribes that the 
Director General shall proceed expeditiously with the conduct of the investigation 
and in critical circumstances, he may record a preliminary finding regarding 
market disruption or threat of market disruption. The principles governing 
investigations have been provided in the Rule 6 of the Customs Tariff 
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(Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002, which is independent 
to Rule 9. The Rule 15 of the Customs Tariff (Transitional Product Specific 
Safeguard ^Duty) Rules, 2002 provide for refund of differential Safeguard duty in 
case safeguard duty imposed after conclusions of the investigations is lower than 
the provisional duty already imposed and collected. The harmonious reading of 
Rules 6, 9 and 15 of the said Rules leads to a conclusion that the Rules.provide for 
expeditious recommendation of provisional Safeguard duty based on preliminary 
findings and refund of the differential duty in case it is ascertained that the duty 
imposed after conclusion of investigation following natural justice as enshrined in 
the Rule 6 is lower than the provisional Safeguard Duty. However, in critical 
circumstances any delay in imposition of Provisional Safeguard duty may cause 
damage which would be difficult to repair. 

b) Further, in order to examine the practice by the member nations of WTO, various 
imposition of safeguard duty by the member nations have been studied. It has 
been noted that the safeguard duty under Agreement on Safeguards and safeguard 
duty as per Article 16 of the Protocol on the Accession of the People’s Republic 
of China follow same jurisprudence, except that in the Agreement on Safeguards 
requires “serious injury or threat of Serious Injury” and the Protocol on the 
Accession of the People’s Republic of China requires “market disruption or threat 
of market disruption”. Further, it has been found that a total of 168 Safeguard 
Initiations have been reported to the WTO during the period between 29.03.1995 
and 12.11.2008. It has been observed that in 15 of these cases provisional 
safeguard measures have been recommended/ imposed within 30 days of 
initiation of the safeguard investigation. In some cases the provisional safeguard 
measures have been recommended on the same day as the date of initiation of the 
investigation. 

c) Accordingly, it has been considered prudent to analyze circumstances to assess 
whether the same falls in the category of critical circumstances. 

d) The applicant has requested for provisional safeguard duty and provided 
evidences of critical circumstances in case of Crankshaft only and thus 
preliminary findings are being considered for the case of Crankshaft only. 

The product under investigation 

e) The products under investigation are Front Axle Beam, Steering Knuckle & 
Crankshaft of medium and heavy commercial vehicles. However, the scope of 
preliminary findings is limited to Crankshaft; 

The crankshaft is an important part of the engine, which converts the 
reciprocating motion of the piston into the rotary motion. The pistons go up and 
down in the cylinder because of combustion of fuel. The pistons transfer this 
power to the crankshaft through the connecting rods. The connecting rods are 
connected to the crankshaft. The crankshaft sends power forward to the fan belt, 
and rearward into flywheel and the transmission. The rotational energy is then 
transferred to the wheels via other system^. 

A crankshaft is composed of crankpins, crank journals, counterweights, flange 
end and gear end. The connecting rod is connected to the crankshaft at the 
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crankpin. The crankshaft rests on the bearings through the journals. The 
c nnterweights used are for balance the crankshafts. Crankshafts are made either 
of‘’urbon steel or alloy steel which is heat treated to achieve the required hardness 
and metallurgical parameters. 

Domestic Industry; 

0 The application has been filed by M/s Bharat Forge Ltd. The share of the 
applicant in production of the said products for the years 2006-07, 2007-08, 2008- 
09 (April to December 2008) are as follows (Table 1) :-

> India have increased significantly in absolute terms during 2008-09 (Apr.- 
. jec.2008) compared to the immediate preceding year 2007-08. Further, the imports 
iuring October-December, 2008 has been sudden, sharp and significant compared 
'o past period. The share of imports of the products involved from the People’s 
f\cpublic of China has also gone up. The share of imports of Crankshaft has gone 
' p to 5% during 2008-09 (Apr-Dec.2008), compared to 0% during 2007-08.

h) Sales :In case of Crankshaft of medium heavy commercial vehicles the average 

monthly sales volume of the domestic industries has reduced to 916 MT in'Apr, to 
December, 2008 compared to 1284 MT in the year 2007-08. The fall in average 
monthly sales in this case has been 29%. Further analysis of Oct-Dec-08 period it 
was found that the monthly average has dropped to 425 MT as compared to 
1161MT during April-Sept-08 and 1284 MT in 2007-08.

l) Employment and Profitability: The applicant is a multi product company, 
having significant domestic and export markets, employment & wages have 
remained unaffected. However, the productivity however declined in line with the 
decline in production. 

m) Unforeseen Developments: The unprecedented and uneven recession coupled 
with financial meltdown has changed market dynamics leading to change in focus 
to look for markets. India, who is still showing growth in spite of anticipated 
negative growth in the world market. The implication of the above unforeseen 
developments is the increased import. 

n) Critical Circumstances; The Directorate General has made a preliminary 
determination that critical circumstances exist in which delay would cause 
damage which it would be difficult to repair. As indicated above threat of serious 
injury is clearly imminent. Domestic producers are already suffering a decline, 
especially in market share, sales, production and profitability, as a result of 
increased imports of the products concerned. The considerable increase in the 
growth of imports has forced the domestic producers to incur losses. These 
downward trends in economic parameters demand immediate measures by 
domestic producers to reduce costs and stem anticipated losses, including closing 
production facilities and laying off employees. The damage caused to the 
domestic producers by taking such action would be difficult to repair. If such 
action is to be avoided, provisional safeguard measures in the form of safeguard 
duty needs to be quickly taken. Therefore, 1 consider that there exists a critical 
situation in which any delay in the imposition of provisional safeguard measures 
would cause damage which would be difficult to repair. 
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Pobiic Interest: The provisional examination of the interests of the public i.e 
domestic producers, users, importers and other economic operators indicate that 
the domestic producers ha\c been able to meet quality and service concern of 
their customers, which is evident from the fact the domestic users banked on 
domestic production only till recent past. The product concerned is an important 
part to be used by automobile industry. A vibrant domestic automobile industry 
requires healthy and competitive automobile parts industry. Any delay in 
imposition of provisional duty would seriously jeopardise their viability. It is 
apparent that if no measures are taken, both the prices and the market share of the 
domestic producers will further decrease resulting in reduced production, 
increased financial losses and loss of employment. Therefore, our preliminary 
determination is that the public interest requires safeguard duty to neutralise the 
negative impacts of increased imports. 

Conclusion and Recommendation: On the basis of the above preliminary 
liiidings it is seen that increased imports of the said product have caused and 
threatened to cause further market disruption to domestic producers of the said 
product. Critical circumstances., where any delay in application for safeguard 
measures would cause damage which it would be difficult to repair, exist 
necessitating immediate application of provisional safeguard duty for a period of 
200 days, pending a final determination of market disruption and threat of market 
disruption. Considering the average cost of production of The said product by the 
domestic producers (confidential), a reasonable return on capital employed, the 
present level of import duties and the average import prices of the said product, 
saieguard duty at the rate of 20% ad valorem, which is considered to be the 
minimum required to protect the interest of domestic industry, is recommended to 
be imposed on imports of Crankshaft of medium and heavy commercial vehicles 
from People’s Republic of China falling under 73269099, 73261910, 73261990, 
84831099, 84831091, S4831092of the First Schedule of the Customs Tariff Act, 
1975 . 

Further Process: 

1 lie information provided by various parties may be subjected to verification 
where necessary, for wliich they will be informed separately. 

A [lublic hearing vrill be held in due course before making a final determination, 
for which the dale will be informed separately.
